J. W. C. writes: I would like to 
know your opinion as to a statement 
made by a physician that he would 
rather undertake the job of treating a 
case of syphilis and effecting a cure 
than that of gonorrhea. Does the latter 
get into the blood and injure the tissues 
as does the former? Or how does it 
work on the system?“ 


REPLY. * 

The statement is frequently made and there 
is a good deal of basis for it. When the 
gonococcus gets into the deep urethra it is 
not easily routed. The corccus occasionally 
gots into the bloodstream by which it is car- 
ried to the joints, causing rheumatism. It 
does not remain long in the bloodstream. 
Gonocoecal infections are essentially local. 
Gonococcal infection of the anterior urethra 
is ensily cured in most subjects. It sums up 
this way.

4 BIG BILL’S BOARD 
LOSES SCHOOL 
SYSTEM $90,250 


Failure of the board of education to 
report to the state auditor the cost 
of educating delinquent children has 
cost the Chicago school system $90,250. 
A belated effort is now being made 
to collect the sum from the state. 

In 1911 the legislature passed acts 
by which the Chicago board of educa- 
tion could collect the excess cost above 
the expense of teaching the normal 
child for deaf, blind, and delinquent 
children. No appropriation under the 
law was made until 1915 when the 
board collected $38,500 for the educa- 
tion of deaf children and $12,000 for 
blind children. 

The last legislature appropriated 
$90,250 for 1917 for. delinquent chil- 
dren; $30,800 for deaf children, and 
$7,200 for blind children. The board 
had to report not later than the third 
Monday in August of each year its 
excess cost and the money was to be 
paid on warrants by the state treas- 
urer on or before the first. Monday in 
September. 


The new board officials did not nes: 


lect to send in the reports on the 
blind and deaf children, and they col- 
lected from the state fund $38, 000 for 
those two groups.

Congressmen Back from 
Front Urge Use of 
All Resources. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Spe- 
cial.]—“ It is up to the English speak | 
ing peoples to win this war and to 
save civilization,” Representative Al- | 
bert Johnson of Washington declared 
on his return today from the western 
front, where, with other congressmen, 
he spent several weeks familiarizing 
himself with the war situation. 

“I violate no confidence when I say 
that France has put forth her great- 
est effort, and that just as the British 
now are assuming more and more of 
the brunt of the batfle in Flanders and 
France, so in the not far distant fu- 
| ture the United States will be called 
on to put forth its greatest effort.” 

“The people of the United States 
ought to realize that we are in this 
war to the finish. We have got to 
send every man we can send, and we 
have got to use every dollar that we | 
have if necessary to win the war.” 


Representative Johnson declared : 


British and French armies and that 
the American soldiers now in France 
are in fine spirit and in fine condition. 

“We must build airships and mer- 
chant ships by the thousand,” Repre- 
sentative Taylor of Colorado said. He 
was one of those who organized the 
party that went to Hurope. “ We must 
keep our boys supplied with food and 
clothing. To do it we must provide 
ships to carry them from this coun- | 
try,” he said. 

Representative Stevens of Nebraska | 
declared that what he saw in Europe 
convinced him that a long, hard strug- 
gle is ahead of the allies before the 
war is won.
